was published in Rositzke's book entitled The CIA's Secret 


erations -- 


Espionage, Counterespionage and Covert Action (Reader's Digest Press, 


1977). Each of the several cases in the article concerning Soviet recruit- 
ment successes against American nationals also has been reported previously 


in the news media.

“Phe walls were pockmarked with 
holes and the ceiling smudged with 
statis fram the rain and snow that 
leaked throuvh the fragile roof. t 
had no carpet. [¢ was furnished with 
one antique green «desk ...” and 
with a daily companion, “the head of 
registry, a bright, dignified, precisely 
artiodate lady who smoked. cigars. 
She combed the files for captured 
documents that might conceivably 
be usefal to me.”

From 1949 to 144 Rositeke was 
occupied with running agents in the 
Soviet. Union.

Ukraine ~ peaple forget that there 
was an active resistance movement 
there until, let's see. 1943 —- that 
was the Jast vear [sent anybody into 
the Ukraine, We'd fly them in and 
parachute them from C47s. We 
never lost a plane. We were pleased 

to see how inefficient the anti- 
aircraft forces were. show vou 
how primitive ice were. We had word 
there was some kind of uranium 
plant, end the only wav we could 
find out was ta send a suy in to get a 
bottle of water downstream from the 

plant, hen bring the bottde of water 
back out of the country.”

Later, hack in Washington, Ro- 
sitzke funched regularly with Kim 
Philby, the high-ranking British in- 
telligence cificer who turned out to 
have been a Russian spy since the 
05.

door, she found him sitting in th: 
bathtub throwing $20 bills in the air 
Usually, though, the rule is nett 
pay so much money that ib make 
their agent conspicuous. There wos - 
sergeant at the Pentagon who ge: 
caught bevause he went oat one 
bougiit a Cadillac.” 

Rusitzke says that we don't us 
the sexual gambit against the {us 
signs. 

“We got pictures of a high-ranking 
Russian in South America whe we: 
quite a ladies’ man. We had him 
with the wives of officials. We 

ane him the pictures and he ke 
laughed. He didn't care, Then ve 
tried i with a homosexual, anc . 
just said ‘My boss knows alrea:!y. 
That's che ubiente between ile 
two socielies —~ they don’t have th! 
puritan thing that we do. There ak 
no good female targets on the Rus 
sian side because they keep ther 
women tore secluded, But they 
always after our secretaries, Cir 
abroad, single, lonely ... ,” he say:. 
lapsing inte a curt jargon he enjovs 
such as the KGB instruction to 1 
officers: “Make purposeful acquait: 
tance...” and “Spot and study.” 

"There are about 350 KGB men 4 
this country, he estimates, nist 
them tnvelved in gathering scienul 
and technical data. There may be «

Washington, he says, is a terrible 
city for them: It’s too small, and peo- 
ple are dou sccurily-comseious. “The 
KGB residency here is probably no 
more than JQ to 40 guys. New York 
is where they do well. They have all 
those subways, they have crowded 
streets with lots of people talking in. 
foreign accents, and they have all: 
those United Nations contacts. My! 
idea of a vacation would be to be a 
KGB man in New York.” 

Why not throw them all out? 

Weil, they have a certain value to 
us as well as to their bosses. Rositzke 
writes: “Spies in the right places can 
induce a feeling of security by nega- 
tive reporting or guarantee no stra- 
tegic surprises by positive reporting., 
‘Their value in reducing the (normal) 
paranoid tendencies of the Soviet 
mind should not be underestimated.” 

He disinisses the fears of jour- 
nalist Claire Sterling that the Rus- 
sians are behind world terrorism. “As 
you know, we're in a ‘Soviet menace’ 
stave of history. She uses all those 
umbrella terms that don’t mean very 
tuuch.” And he dismisses the novel 
“The Spike,” in which Arnaud de 
Borchgrave warns of Soviet infiltra- 
tion into the media, among other 
places. “This is shoddy — de Borch- 
grave isn’t willing to name names. 
Maybe he ougit to, if agents are 
working against American interests, 
huh?” 

In fact, given the great cornpeti- 
tion between the first and second 
worlds, Rositzke isn’t sure that spies 
are terribly important. “What role do 
they play? [t's way down there.” 

So it’s hard to imayine, for a mo- 
ment, why Rositzke has felt his life’s 
work was important until he starts 
describing the “bread and butter” of 
recruiting agents, of dealing with 
them. It’s not money that counts, 
really, he says. It’s not ideology, ei- 
ther. He thinks back to all the con- 
tacts he made in New Delhi, in New 
York. and a little lopsided wise-guy 
smile starts working around the cor- 
ners of his mouth. 

“It has to get more personal, you 
have to find out the guy has a pro- 
hiem, Look at Shevchenko, that guy 
at the ULN., he didn’t like his wife. 
Or maybe you're wortied about your 
career, or you've got a mistress and 
you need sume money for her, or 
you're a Polish intelligence officer 
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and you have a brother whe emigra- 
ted to South America. Maybe we get 
something going with ihe brother, 
and one day he shows up for a sur- 
prise visit. Personal stuff. ‘That's 
how it always happens. Anything to 
have a relationship. Hut all the time, 
both sides know exactly what's going 
on, but you can’t say so.” 


And Rositzke seems to take a sud- 
den, sly step backwarc to look at the 
journalist he's been chatting with, 
and the old instincts take over, 
delight in the caginess of the KGB, 
his lifelong interview. 


“Journalists,” he says, with » 
throaty laugh full of cynical satisfac. 
tion. “They like journalists. Jour- 
nalists know people that they wait 
to know. Say P'm the KGB guy, and 
I've got cover as a diplornat. We yer 
to know each other, and one day { 
say, ‘I’ve got a friend who edits this 
magazine in Moscow, why don’t you

write sdggagghing for it?’ And you 
write it, Tsay, Very interesting, 
Can [pay you for this!” And | give 
you, you know, nothing, just $25 or 
86. Hut you're un your way to being 
had.” 

The real heart of a KGB opera- 
tion would seem-to be not the code 
room, but... the human heart. Ro- 
sitzke stares, nods, and thinks about 
it. Human frailty, and all that. The 
KGB gave him a iifetime to study it, 
fight it, exploit it. Why shouldn’t he 
be grateful in an odd sort of way? 

“Whal you're always looking for is 
a personal bond with a slight ele- 
ment of obligation,” he says, a 
phrase which also describes the 
usual atmosphere of 2 newspaper 
Interview, as it happens. And this 
discovered, a certain steel behind 
Rositzke’s rumpled exterior beyins to 
shine through. Sumehow, for a cou- 
ple of hours it’s possible to forget 
that he’s all business, but the inter- 
view is over now, and in his anony- 
mous raincoat and gently eccentric 
desert boots, he picks up his brief- 
case, shakes hands and walks out the 
door.
